SaraToGcA, July 28.—The American paper- 
makers’ association began its third annual 
session at the Grand Union boiel at eleven 
o’clock this morning. Aboutone hundred 
members were present. The president, 
William Whiting, of Holyoke, being 
absent, Wellington Smith, of Lee, 
Mass., lst vice-president, took the chair and 


before reading the call made a few remarks 
on the present condition of the paper trade. 
He said the advance in the price of paper 
since the last meeting had come from theex- 
traordinary demand for paper, caused by the 
general prosperous condition of the coun- 
try, which had stimulated the production, 
and thisin turn had caused a great rise in pa- 
per stock and chemicals used in its manufac 
ture which had increased the cost of 
making paper more than the rise in prices. 
He stigmatized the attacks of the press on 
the paper manufacturers for this rise as 
malicious and uncalled for. They had 
ecaid that the rise was caused by 
combinations and demanded a reduction 
of tariff on wood pulp. Paper makers had 
been glad of an opportunity to present 
the facts to congress, and thus justify them- 
selves. The advance in paper had 
not been nearly as much as the 
advance in iron. If congress goes into 
a general revison of the tariff, paper-makers 
will readily share with other manufacturers 
in such reductions of duties as may be 
deemed necessary. The iniroduction of 
wood pulp has caused an unprecedented re- 
duction in prices of newspapers. Home 
competition will soon reduce prices. Re- 
posts from divisions were then called for, 
ut none were forthcoming. 

Mr. Woolworth, of New York, read an 
article upon the ——. trade in paper, in 
the course of which he said the value of the 
paper exported from Americ: had increased 
from $4,000 in 1369 to $810,000 in 1876, and 
he believed it would reach $1,260,000 this 
year. A long discussion followed as to the 
expediency of a mutual agreement on the 
part of paper manufacturers to suspend the 
manufacture of paper at certain times in 
order to avoid an overstocking of the mar- 
ket, and consequently a lowering of prices. 
A committee was appointed to consider this 
question, and at the evening session they 
reported in favor of the shutting down of 
all paper mills from Saturday night until 
Monday morning in each week.

White will be remembered as one of the 
pillars of the great journalistic quadrillat- 
efal—the offspring of Henry Watterson’s 
fertile brain—which took the country by 
storm in 1870-72.

THE WETMORE SUICIDE, 


Antecedents of All the Parties to the 
Tragedy. 
Philadelphia Telegraph. 

The present marquis of Anglesey, who 
came into his title and estates in January 
last through the sudden death of his elder 
brother, and who immediately thereupon 
settled handsome incomes upon his two 
younger brothers, Lord Alexander and Lord 


Berkeley Paget is one of the most popular 
of English noblemen. He married Mrs. 
Wodehouse on the 20th of last month, 
This lady was Miss Minnie King, of Sand- 
hills, Ga., and she was married in 1872 to 
the Hon. Henry Wodehouse, a brother 
of the Earl Kimberly, who is a 
member of the present Gladstone govern- 
ment. Her husband died but little more 
than a year after their marriage, and Mrs. 
Wodehouse took up her residence in Lon- 
dou. The marquis of Anglesey is the 
fourth wearer of the title won at Waterloo 
by the dashing Lord Uxbridge. His father, 
the second marquis of Anglesey, was the 
older brother of Lord Alfred Paget, whose 
son, Captain Arthur Paget, two years ago 
married Miss Minnie Stephens, of New 
York. The marquis, who isin bls forty. 
fifth year, has already been twice ried. 
His second wife died three years ago, leay- 
a him one son, now a child of five years 
who wears the cour.esy title of earl of 
Uxbridge. The estates of the present 
marquis lie in three English counties and 
in Anglesea, and are set down on the domes- 
day book at an annual rental of £110, 
598. His castle on the I le of Anglesey is 
one of the finest residences in England. ‘The 
marquis belongs to the prince of Wales’ set. 
Some years ago his brother, Lord Henry 
Paget, married in Paris Miss Boydich, an 
Australian, and a double first cousin ot the 
late Mrs. Bravo, the heroice of ‘‘The Balkan 
Mystery.” His sister, Lady Florence, in 
jilting the wealthy Chaplin, turfist, for the 
marquis of Hastings, some years ago, scan- 
dalized aristocratic society. Mr. Chaplin 
proyided her with a splendid trousseau, 
jewels and lace, which she wore as the mar- 
chioness of Hgstings. The Derby was run 
in 1867,in a snow-storm. Mr. Chaplin’s 
Hermit, with the odds at 66to1 against 
him, galloping home in front of the mar- 
quis ‘of Hastings’s Lady Elizabeth, whose 
owner committed suicide on account of his 
losses, thus avenging the elopement of the 
marquis with Mr. Chaplin’s intended bride.

contemplating the removal of a portion of it 


to the east. At the rate of transportation 
allowed by law the cost would average about 
$20,000 for every $2,000,000 and the secretar 
proposes to invite proposals for the trabs- 
portation of these silver dollars in order to 
secure, if possible, more favorable terms, 
The reason of the excessive accumulation 
of these dollars at San Francisco is the 
small demand that exists on the western 
coast for this kind of circulating medium. 
The peopie do not take kindly to tne silver 
dollars as gold is more plentiful and more 
convenient, At Philadel pie, where the 
greater portion off the $2,000,000 monthly 
quota is coined, there is orly about 1 ,000,000 

of these dollars stored in the mint. The re-. 
mainder is taken up rapidly in circulation 
and sent throughout the country. Buta 
smal! portion of the million purchased by 
the treasury Gepartment each month is de- 
livered at San Francisco tor coinage, one 
reason being that the bids for delivery at 
cee erat are not so favorable, and again 
the demand for silver dollars on the Pacific 
coast is very slight. If the secretary suc- 
cceds in his plan of transporting these dol- 


|lars from the west, a portion will be taken 


to Chicago and the remainder brought on 
to Philadelphia. In spite of the predic- 
tions to the contrary the silver dollar is in- 
creasing in circulation and is in great de- 
mand in all business centers where their 
utility as change is recognized.
